The controversy over the cotton 
processing tax flared anew yesterday 
with Secretary Wallace continuing in 
the role of principal defender while a 
congressional bloe prepared to launch 
its most powerful assault on the tax. 

In a speech at Brunswick, Maine, 
the secretary of agriculture denied the 

- processing tax was -responsible for 
cessation of textile industry and up- 
held the levy as a “workmanlike ap- 
proach” to the production situation by 
which cotton growers are compensated 
for curbing production. 

Chiding New England textile manu- 
facturers who have vigorously opposed 
the tax, Wallace said “the people of 
the south never got their fair share of 
the national income and they have 
been exploited by the protective tariff 
in a damnably unfair way.” 

“The cotton farmerjis not, trying to 
take away the protective tariff from 
New England,” he said, “but it re- 
mained for New Englapd to try to 
take tariff away from the farmer, It 
isn’t worthy of New England.” 

Roosevelt Orders Probe. 

In its preparations to attack the 
cotton tax the congressional textile 
bloc found encouragement in an order 
of President Roosevelt directing the 
tariff commission to investigate textile 
imports, presumably those from Japan. 

Another champion of the processing 
tax eame forward in Macon, Ga,, 
when R. T. Persons, banker and mill 
owner of Forsyth, Ga., issued a state- 
ment denouncing cotton manufacturers 

who oppose the levy. At Manchester, 
N. F. C. Dumaine, treasurer of 
the Amoskeag Mills, listed overproduc 
tion as the chief cause of the indus 
try's ills. 

Persons scored “these bellowin 
liars who claim to be such friends o 
the farmer, cursing out the efforts of 
the government to help the farmer get 
something for what he raises in the 
south.’ He said the tax merely 
“amounts to tariff protection” for the 
farmer. 

The textile situation came _ before 
both branches of congrers and brought 
a threat of parliamentury war for a 
time when Representative Rogers, re- 
publican, Massachusetts, was refused 
the floor to discuss conditions in the 
cotton industry. The dispute was 
euded by Mrs. Rogers herself.

WASHINGTON, April .17.—(4)— 
Philip Weltner, resigned chancellor 
of the Georgia University System, 
/was meprtioned in unusuaity’ well-in- 
formed sources today as a probable 
choice to head the new work relief 
program in .Georgia. 

Meager information available, how- 
ever, did not make clear whether the 
adminis*ration had consulted Governor 
Talmadge about Weltner. 

Senator Russell, of Georgia, said 
he had heard Weltner’s name mention- 
ed, but had received no definite infor- 
mation on President Roosevelt's work 
adminigiration plans in his state. Some 
observers predicted the $4,880,000,000 
program will be under closer federal 
supervision than previous relief ex- 
penditures. 

With regard to the situation in 
Georgia, where Talmgdge has been hos- 
tile to many “New Deal’ policies, it 
was agreed in most quarters “any 
guess is a bad guess,” on who shall 
head the work program.

CAPITAL RUMOR IS “NEWS” 
TO WELTNER AND TALMADGE 


Both Philip Weltner, chancellor of 
the University System of Georgia, 
and Gov-rnor Talmadge said last night 
they knew nothing about reports from 
Washinton that Weltner was a pos- 
sible. choice for the head of the new 
work-relief board in Georgia. 

“This Is all new to me. There is 
nothing I can say,” Weltner said 
when advised of the reports. 

“T hadn’t heard anything about it,” 
was Governor: Talmadge’s only com- 
ment, 

Weltner only recently resigned from 
the chancellorship and Dr. 8. V. 
Sanford, president of the University 
of Georgia at Athens, named to suc- 
ceed him. Dr. Sanford is to take 
office July 1. 

Last Saturday Chancellor Weltner 
introduced Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace to an audience of farmers 
in Atlanta. Governor Talmadge has 
openly opposed Wallace’s policies and 
has announced he plans to tour the 
south against the processing tax on 
cotton, championed by Wallace. 

Weltner said he resigned the chan- 
cellorship because of his desire to take 
a rest. 

Richard B. Russell Jr., now junior 
United States senator from Georgia, 
when governor appointed Weltner to 
the board of regents. Governor Tal- 
madge often has been slated by po- 
litical observers to run against Rus- 
sell for the senate next year.

Loan Interest Reduction 
Superintendent of Banks R. E. 
Gormley yesterday issued a warning 
of an. impending invasion of “unregu- 
lated, loan. sharks” and salary buyers 
as a tesuit of the general assembly ac- 


tion in reducing the interest rates on 
small loans from 8 1-2 per cent a 
month to 1 uM san cent a month. 

The banking department is charged 
with the regulation of licensed small 
loan companies and Gormley said yes- 
terday that seven of these companies 
have notified him they are quitting 
business as soon as outstanding loans 
have been collected. 

“As I informed all members of the 
general assembly who consulted me 
while the bill was pending, the small 
loan business cannot be conducted 
profitably at an interest rate of 1 1-2 
per cent per month, as required by the 
new regulations,” Gormley added. ’At 
the old rate of 3 1-2 per cent per 
month enforced in Georgia since 
1922, the small loan companies showed 
net earnings at a rate lower than 
the state banks under my supervision. 
At the present rate they can at beat 
make loans only in the higher brack- 
ets and only to selected borrowers of 
high credit standing.” 

Gormley said the small wage earn- 
er who needs loans of $50 or less to 
meet such emergencies as sickness or 
death cannot.be financed at the. pres- 
ent low rate of interest because of 
the high cost of making and collecting 
loans and the relatively high rate of 
losses on small loans. 

He said the result left the small 
borrower “at the mercies of the un- 
regulated loan shark,” who he said 
evades the legal interest rates by desig- 
nating himself as a broker. 

“These unregulated lenders,” Gorm- 
ley explained, “evade the legal interest 
rate by designating their charges as 
brokerage fees, or by outright pur- 
chase of salaries at a discount. The 


charges of such lenders are known to’ 


range from 5 to as high as 20 per 
cent per week, or from 250 to 1,000 
per cent a- year. 

“With the legitimate competition 
from licensed small loan companies 
removed.as a result’ of the lower in- 
terest nate, this class of lender will 
have thé field entirely to himself as 
far as the small wage earner is con- 
cerned and we may expect in Georgia 
a return to the conditions of ex- 
ploitation which existed before the 
passage of the uniform small loan 
aw.” 


Georgia Tenantry 
Placed at 68.2 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—())— 
Statistics on farm tenantry, insert- 
ed in the Congressional Record by 
Senator Bankhead, democrat, Alaba- 
ma, showed today: the cotton belt leads 
other areas in the percéntage of farm- 
ers working under the tenant system. 

Mississippi, with 72.2 of its farms 
operated by tenants, led all the states. 
Others following in order were: Geor- 
ia 68.2, Louisiana 66.6, South Caro- 
ina 65.1, Alabama 64.7, Arkansas 
63, Oklahoma 61.5, Texas 60.9, North

“WASHINGTON, April 16.—Rents 
and values of homes in Atlanta de- 
' clined about one-fifth from 1929 to 
1 while during the same period 
petsonal incomes declined almost a 
third, the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, Department. of 
Commerce, announced here today. 

C. T. Murchison, director of the 
bureau, said that the Atlanta data 
was obtained by the financial -sur- 
vey of urban housing, a CWA project, 
made early in 1954. Keports were 


made on 5,609 Atlanta residential 
dwelling units, of 15.6 per cent of the 


total number of occupied dwelling 


units in the city. 

Approximately 81 per cent of the 
owners reporting were white and 17 
per cent negroes. Of tenants report- 
ing, 56 per cent were white and 42 
per cent negroes. 

About half of all properties report- 
ing on mortgage indebtedness, includ- 
ing land contracts, were encumbered. 
Nearly three-fifths of all owner-occu- 
pied and two-fifths of rented proper- 
ties reported debt. The average debt 
outstanding amounted to 57 per cent 
of average value for owner-occupied 
and 70 per cent for rented properties. 

Average $222 Yearly. 

‘The average 1983 rent bill as indi- 
cated by the survey was $222 per 
dwelling unit. This ‘amotint was the 
entire yearly charge for the use of 
tle property and all facilities pro- 
vided by the landlord without sepa- 
rate charge. One-family dwellings 
constituted about two-fifths of the to- 
tal number of dwelling units report- 
ed. Apartments made up about one- 
fifth and units in two-family struc- 
1 tures nearly one-third of the total. 
| The average rent per dwelling unit 
‘| for two-family structures for 1933 
| was $233. The average rent per 
| dwelling unit for two-family struc- 
tures was $156, and for apartment 
$326 a year. The monthly rental 
charge for one-family dwellings was 
$19.40 per unit, $4.10 per room and 
$4.10 per person. 

Nearly two-thirds of all tenants re- 
porting had rent bills for 1933 
amounting to less than $240, and 
more than a fourth had rent bills of 
less than $120 for the year. 

Average Income $979. 

About three-fifths of all incomes 
reported by tenants for 1933 were 
below, $750 and fewer than one-fourth 
were above $1,500, The average was 
$979. 

Incomes of families owning the 
dwellings they occupied § averaged 
$1,906 in 1933, or nearly twice the 
average tenant income. More than 
two and one-half years’ income at the 
1933 rate would have been required 
to purchase the average home at its 
value on January 1, 19384, as esti- 
mated by the owner. More than half 
of the mortgaged owner-occupied 
properties valued under $1,500 were 
‘delinquent in payments, as compared 
with about a third of those valued 
over $5,000. 

Life insurance companies were the 
principal source of first mortgage 
credit on owner-occupied properties 
in Atlanta, supplying 44 per cent of 
the total amount outstanding January 
1, 1934. Mortgage companies held 
26 per cent and individual lenders 14 
per cent of the total. The original 
amount of loan as reported averaged 
$3.165 as against $2,666 ontstand- 
ing. The average contract -interce! 
rate on all loans reported was 6.66.

Mrs. Ada Knox Wood, 422 Ponce de 
Leon avenue; Julia Delaney, of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn.: J. H. Hightower, of 
Houston, Texas; Mrs, la Jones, 
Phenix City, Ala., and R, B. Daniel, 
of Columbus, Ga. 

The 120-page indictment was simi- 
lar to the one returned a week ago 
against Bradley and Lee, merely de- 
scribing more alleged offenses commit- 
ted by the American Bond & Share 
officials.

MOFFETT’S FINE WORK 


The -resignation of . James: A. 
Moffett as federal housing adminis- 
trator will deprive the recovery pro- 
gram of the services of a business- 
man of proven ability, who in a 
comparativély short period estab- 
lished one of the most important 
of the recovery organizations on a 
firm foundation. 

Mr. Moffett, a former vice presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, resigns to again 
give attention to his private inter- 
ests, but does so only after he is 
convinced that “the housing pro- 
gram is, doing one of the finest jobs 
for the country and is firmly estab- 
lished.” 

While the FHA is the last of the 
agencies of the recovery program 
and has still to function on a major 
scale, it has already demonstrated 
the soundness of its purpose and 
the far-reaching influence it will 
wield in the construction industry, 
and in putting idle money to work, 
when it gets fully under way.

NO PROFITS FOR US 

Uninformed Americans — not a 
few occupying seats in congress— 
have expressed the opinion in op- 
posing the entry of the United 
States into the troubled conditions 
in Europe that “a good war over 
there would bring a boom to Amer- 
ican business and agriculture.” 

There is no sound basis for such 
reasoning, since Europe has no cash 
with which.to buy from us and it 
is unlikely that either the Ameri- 
can government or American bank- 
ers will extend credit to debtors 
who are already far in arrears*and 
refusing to pay. 

Thus even should war break out 
in Europe, and the nations involved 
need war materials, food and ma- 
chinery of various types, no market 
would be created in which there 
would be reasonable expectation of 
profits, 

On the other hand, many mar- 
kets in which American exporters 
now do a profitable business would 
be closed. : 

Congress has ordered that no 
new loans be made to the Euro- 
pean nations who have not paid 
their war debts to us, and the cash 
reserves of these nations are now 
at a low ebb because of the bil- 
lion dollars of gold that flowed to 
this country during 1934 to pay 
interest and settle trade balances.

THE PUZ 
CHRONIC LEAD POISONING. 
In industries where the hazard of 
lead poisoning is recognized and the 
workers regularly observed or tested 
by the medical department for signs 
of it, the diagnosis of lead poisoning 
is not as simple as it might seem, 
because it happens that every normal 
civilized individual absorbs and ex- 
cretes daily a wee bit of lead and as 
individual sensitiveness to the poison 
probably; varies considerably we do 
not know just where to draw the line 
between the ordinary daily lead elimi- 
nation .and an excessive amount of 
lead in the urine. 

In earlier articles we mentioned 
some of the more frequent signs or 
symptoms which should arouse sus- 
picion of chronic lead poisoning but 
the symptoms are notoriously decep- 
tive and may mimic almost any func- 
tional or organic nerve disorder. Pal- 
lor, increased blood pressure, prema- 
ture aging, partial paralysis or unac- 
countable weakening of this or that 
muscle group, particularly the forearm 
muscles which when paralyzed give 
the result commonly called “wrist 
drop.” Inexplicable or incorrectly 
diagnosed attacks of colic not rarely 


trouble, obstinate eonstipation, some- 
lepsy or hysteria, or attacks of de- 


citement may be due to lead poison- 
ing. Tremor, headache, irritability, 
loss of appetite, loss of weight, gen- 
eral weakness are common symptoms. 
That is enough to indicate how ex- 
ceedingly puzzling the effects of 
chronic lead poisoning may be when 
We are not aware of the -patient’s 
exposure. 

Here are some of the odd ways in 
which patients have absorbed the lead. 
Working in weighted silk ur biting or 
chewing weighted thread, making ar- 
tificial flowers, making artifi¢ial jew- 
els, various kinds of electrical ..work. 
chewing “tinfoil” which contains lead 
(modern foil is said to be free from 
lead), drinking water which has stood 
overnight in a short section of lead 
pipe (modern plumbing does not use 
lead pipe for the union), drinking wine 
or beer which has been conveyed 
through a short section of rubber tube 
which happens to contain lead, taking 
lead acetate (sugar.of lead) in pills 
knowingly or without knowledge of the 
formula of the pills, using “flake 
white” as a complexion beautifier. us- 
ing hair dyes or darkeners which 


eation of the antiquated “lead water 
and laudanum” wash to abraded or 
raw surfaces, chewing of painted fur- 
niture, woodwork or toys by infants 
or young children (today the better 
toys and furniture for children are 
not painted with lead paint, but weod- 
work may be). 

X-ray pictures of the long bones 
will generally tell the expert whether 
the infant has lead poisoning. The 
lines of lead deposited in the bones 
show clearly. 

The chief clinical signs on which 
diagnosis of lead poisoning is made 
are a lead line on the gums, stippling 
or a spotted appearance of red cor- 
puscles under the microscope, muscle 
palsies, wrist drop, secondary anemia, 
albumin and casts, perhaps with coarse 
or fine tremors, belly cramps or colic, 
loss of appetite, obstinate constipation, 
weakness and pain in the legs. 

In a doubtful case it is well to try 
a course of treatment for chronic lead 
poisoning and see whether the results 
are what would be expected in such 
a condition: 3

Hollywood in Person

the motion picture screen brings the 
dramatist face to face with conflict- 
ing problems. 
On the one hand, he is, as-a dra- 


and characters not involved in the 
main line of the story. He tries to 
get a straight, strong shaft of story 
from all the branching and tangling 
plot complications, of which the older 
writers were so fond. He must write 
a screen play which will hold people 
who have never read the classic. 

On the other hand, the screen dra- 
matist is treading on dangerous 
ground when he attempts to manipu- 
late the classics for the good of the 
screen story. He -knows—or if he 
doesn’t know, he soon learns—that 
with each omission and each deviation 
from the original. he invites the in- 
dignant outcry of the lovers of the 
classic. They will call him a “des- 
ecrator” and his screen play a 
“butchery” if the familiar story is 
altered. They will be disappointea 
if the screen play fails*to show them 
in a recognizable form the characters 
who have become as real to them as 
the people they have met. 

The only way out is a middle way. 
ORIGINALS HARDER. 

This dilemma has been very real to 
me during the last few months of 
working.on the screen play for Charles 
Dickens’ “A Tale of Two Cities,” 
soon to be made at Metro-Goldwyn- 
Maver. 

Now that my screen play is on 
the verge of completion, I look back ‘ 
analytically on the labors that went 
into it—the drafts and revisions and 
the many conferences with director 
and producer. 

Unquestionably, I have found it 
more difficult to make a screen play 
from one of the most famous classics 
than from a modern novel or play. 

The most difficult task of all, how- 
ever, is to write an “original” script 
for motion picture use. The author 
in this case has to be prepared for 
all sorts of upheavals. The motion 
picture producer may tell him to make 
changes which completely alter the 
story he had in mind. Whole sif- 
uations may be eliminated or alter- 
ed radically. 


would happen if the plot of a classic 
were to be submitted as a scenario, 
without its being known that it was 
a well-known work of literature. 

The great novels lumped together 
under the term “classics” were not 
written originally for the screen. And 
that is where my work comes in. The 
novel permits a much looser, more 
round-about technique.

Once the economic foundation of a 
sizeable and prosperous squirearchy 
among the islands and on the fringe 
of mainland along the south Atlantic, 
the sea island fiber was dealt virtu- 
ally a death blow 15 years ago by the 
boll weevil, arriving as the pest did, 
when the high price of short-staple 
cotton already had made it increas- 
ingly difficult - obtain a premium for 
the finer fibe 

Valuable Staple. 

When grown from pure 
seed under favorable conditions, 
island is the most valuable of the 
world’s cottons. 

The agriculture department de- 
scribes it as “‘a cotton de luxe with a 
silky staple from 1 1-2 to 2 1-2 
long, surpassing all other types in 
length, strength and fineness of fiber.”

Proximity of upland cotton not

by feeding on the uplands, ravage the 
late-maturing, soft boll, fine cotton. 

To grow the sea island successfully, 
it has been suggested, legislation. by 
states may be required to prevent 
planting of other cottons in the areas 
assigned for the finer grade. 

Practical Methods. 

In communities sufficiently isolated, 
the growing of the long staple in al- 
ternate years, with no cotton in the 
intervening years, might be a prac- 
tical method, in the opinion of some 
experts, to avoid weevil injuries.

MACON, Ga., April 17.—(4)-—A 
broadside attack by a cotton manu- 
facturer against cotton manufacturers 
who oppose the processing tax was 
made here today by R. T. (Bob) Per- 
sons, prominent Forsyth mill owner, 
i banker and businessman, 
The Forsyth executive scored ‘“ene-
